MKM.O PAILK, June 20.—United Stales 


Senator Stanford died :it 12 o'clock to- 
mght. 


He passed tiwny peacefully in his 


slccj) at liia residence nt Palo AHo. 


It lias been evident for sonic time 


that .Senator Stanford's "demise was a 
question ol but u short time. 
His 


symptoms were apoplectic and 
liia 


weight increasing alarmingly. There 
wag a stiffness about his limbs that 
made locomotion an exceedingly dif- 
ficult task. Ilia body was fast becoming 
too heavy for his limbs to support, and 
he could take only the slightest exercise. 


Six months ago the Senator sent for 


])r, C-urlis of Sun Francisco. The doctor 
prescribed heroic treat incut, but the 
Senator ivns not ready lo undergo dras- 
tic methods for the ivduction of flesh 
and restoration of waning fUrengLli. His 
apoplectic, symptoms increased and his 
situation became sudi HB to create fieri- 
nus alarm. About Bix weeks ago it was 
•found neceHHary to impose a severely 
plain diet upon the Senator, and since 
that time his eole food IUIB consisted of 
fried hashed meat, with hot water as 
the only liquid accompaniment. 


Tlie Senator rigidly adhered to the 


severe requirements of the physicians, 
;ind it seemed for a time that its results 
were most beneJicial and might possibly 
effect a permanent cure. The Senator 
expressed himself as much encouraged, 
and looked forward hopefully to the 
time when he could devote, himself with 
renewed energy lo public affairs and to 
the completion of certain educational 
and other benevolent enterprise;! that 
were very near to bio heart.

strength was not millieiently great to re- 
spond to tho demands upon il. Its 
fundamental weakness suddenly mani- 
fested itself and he patted quietly u\v:iy 
tonight. 


Senator Stanford was in the hi'st of 


spirits today (Tuesday). lie took a 
drive around his stock farm, and Deemed 
as Well as ever. 
He returned shortly 


aftei- 10 o'clock, and about midnight his 
vali-t, upon going into ihe Senator's bed 
room, discovered that he was dead. 


lie looks perfectly natural as lie lies 


in bed, seeming, from all a p pea ran res, 
lo be in deep Hleejt.

vh-it, Albany county, New York, on 
Marrh !), 1MM. Ilia'ancestors sell led in 
the valley of the Mohawk about 1720. 
Me wnft brought, up on a farm, and 
when "0 began the study of law. 
lie, 


\\-\w admitted to the bar in 1H49, and 
the KIWIO vear to practice at 1'ort Wash- 
ington, 'Wis. 


In ]Sf)2, having lost his law library 


and other property by (ire, he moved to 
California ana began mining for gold at 
Michigan Bluff, Placer county, subse- 
quently becoming aseoriiited in business 
with his three brothers, who had pre- 
ceded him to the Piicillc Coast. 


In 1S5B he removed, to San Francisco 


and engaged in mercantile pursuits on a 
large scale, laying the foundation of a 
fortune that i's estimated at more- thai 
$50,000,000. 


In 1800 Mr. Stanford made his cr 


trance into public life as a delegate Ic 
(he Chicago convention that nominated 
Abraham Lincoln l.o llio presidency. I Id 
was an earnest advocate of a PacilU 
railroad, and was elected president of 
(he Central Pacific company when it was 
urpinizetl in 1801. Tlio saino y«:ir he 
was eloc.lcd governor of California, and 
served from December, 1861, till I>e- 
cember, 1803. 


As president of the Pacific road bo 


superintended its construction over the 
^ mountains, building 530 miles in 293 


days, and on May JO, 18ffl», drove tin 
last spike at Promontory point, Utah 
He also became interested in other roadi 
on the Pacific slope, and in the develop 
mentoftht! agricultural and manufac 
lures of California. 


In 1886 ho was elected United Stated 


senator for the full term from Marcl 
4,1880- 
In memory of his only son ho ha 


given to the stale of California $20,000, 
000, to bo used in founding at Palo Altc 
a university whose curriculum shall no 
only includ'e the usual collegiate studies 
but comprise- instructions in all th 
practical tranches of education. 


Included in the trust fund for tli 


maintenance of the University is Mr 
Stanford's estate at Vina, Teham 
county, which is the largest vineyard ii 
the world, comprising 30,000 acres.
